Experiments Prove French Lice 
feet Troops. 


New Y’ork, Mar. 18—Details of 
successful experiments conducted 
France to determine 
the origin 
trench fever were contained in a let­ 
ter from Benjamin Strauss, a mem­ 
ber 
of 
the 
Presbyterian Hospital 
Unit, who voluntarily submitted to in­ 
oculation with the fever germs, maae 
public here by the young man’s p ar­ 
ents, who announced that his cure 
had been pronounced complete. 
The 
experiment was undertaken 
to test 
the theory that trench fever was con­ 
tracted 
through contact 
with 
the 
“chat” or trench louse. 
Strauss wrote that during the in­ 
oculation period “chats”, which had 
been in contact with patients known 
to be suffering from 
trench 
fever, 
were allowed to remain on his fore­ 
arm for 20 minutes daily for a period 
of four weeks. 
At the end of that 
time, he said, his temperature rose 
to IOO degrees and he exhibited other 
symptoms of trench fever.
